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Army G-I Tells 40,000 Officers 
How RA Slots Will Be Filled

N 1 Oct. 1956 the Army will start 
O accepting applications for appoint- 
ments in the Regular Army under the 
provisions of 
the Armed 
Forces Regular 
Officer Aug- 
mentation Act 
of 1956 (P. L. 
737 of the 84th 
Congress). 

This will be 
the first of a 
series of ac- 
tions to take 
place over a pe- 
riod of several 
years before 
the Army com- 
pletes its im- 
plementation 
of the Act. 

THE LAW brings to fruit over four 
years of Army effort to gain broader 
authority for obtaining Regular Officers. 
A more limited bill was sent to the 
Congress in 1953, in order to obtain the 
necessary authority for a smaller aug- 
mentation, in the lower grades, for the 
Army only. The prime objective then 
was to give regular commissions to out- 
standing Reserve Officers brought to 
active duty in the Korean conflict. The 
Department of Defense later undertook 
the development of a broader bill to 
cover all Services.

Much has already been written about 
the general provisions of the Act (see 
14 July and 21 July 1956 issues of THE 
JOURNAL). In addition, a Department 
of the Army circular is being published 
which will cover the technical details 
of the Army’s program. 

So I will confine this article to a 
summary of the major features of the 
Public Law insofar as the Army is con- 
cerned and our plans for putting the 
law into effect. 

For the Army, these are the major 
features of the Augmentation Act: 

1. Increase in Regular Army Male 
and WAC commissioned officer author- 
ization from 30,600 to 49,500. In this 
connection, the Secretary of Defense, 
with approval of the President, will 
project annually for the ensuing five 
years the active duty Regular commis- 
sioned strength. The President has ap- 
proved the following Regular commis- 
sioned strength goals in the Army’s im- 
plementation of the Augmentation Act 
provisions: 

a. 35,640 by 1 July 1958 (72% of 
authorized total). 

b. 39,600 by 1 July 1963 (80% of 
authorized total). 

c. Further augmentation subject to 
Presidential approval as the Army 
approaches attainment of 80% of 
authorized total. 

2. Removal of a finite limitation on 
the number of permanent general offi- 
cers. 

3. Appointments will be made in per-

The House Select Committee on Sur- 
vivor Benefits—headed by Representative 
Porter Hardy (D., Va.), “father” of the 
new Survivor Benefits law — has com- 
piled a chart showing the payments 
which will go into effect on 1 Jan. for 
all widows of men who die or have died 
either on active duty or from Service- 
connected causes.

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USAF C/ S Says Carriers Lack “Punch” 


To Carry Out Certain Strategic Missions 


The Air Force Chief of Staff, General 
Nathan F. Twining, USAF, says the 
Navy cannot get enough “punch” off its 
carriers for the purpose of any big stra- 
tegic air role. 

In secret testimony released by the 
Senate Airpower Subcommittee, General 
Twining also states that he thinks Navy 
carriers “would have a very, very diffi- 
cult time living in the Mediterranean” 
in the event of a surprise attack. 

Asked for his opinion about the 
Navy’s ability to make a collateral con- 
tribution to the primary mission of the 
Strategic Air Command in the event of 
a general war, the AF Chief of Staff said 
this: 

“Well there are two ways of looking at 
it. If we are attacked, the Air Force’s 
main job is to knock out the Russian 
long-range air force and their capability 
to deliver strikes against the United 
States. That would be our primary aim 
and our mission. 

“The Navy's job is to gain control of 
the seas and get those targets that af- 
fect the Navy doing their job of con- 
trolling the seas. 

“Now the Navy does have some cer- 
tain targets assigned in the war plan. 
These are coordinated with SAC and 
everybody else. Those targets are not 
basically these targets that are worry- 
ing us. We are worrying about the air- 
fields deep in Russia, Those are the ones 
we must get, and we would welcome all 
the help we can get from the Navy on 
them. 

“But they just aren’t in a good posi- 
tion in the initial phase of this thing to 
get in on that part of the show. They 
have got their own work to do, which is 
knocking out sub pens and things that 
are going to interfere with Navy gaining 
control of the seas.” 

Asked, “Do you believe that in an all-

out war carriers could live in the Medi- 
terranean,” General Twining replied, “I 
think that any answer to that should be 
qualified. I think in a surprise attack 
carriers would have a very, very difficult 
time living in the Mediterranean. That 
is my personal opinion. Now if an attack 
developed that we know was coming and 
we could bring all our forces to play, 
that might be a different story. But I 
certainly don’t think they would want to 
be in the eastern Mediterranean under 
any conditions.” 

He added that he was sure the Navy 
“would do their best to stay in there if 
they were ordered to and do a good job. 
But I think it is a very difficult position.” 

Chairman Stuart S. Symington (D., 
Mo.) said there had been testimony be- 
fore the subcommittee that the Navy 
“could handle other parts of the strate- 
gic mission” in addition to primary naval 
targets “if called on by the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff.” 

General Twining said, “Mr. Chairman, 
if we are talking now about doing the 
strategic air mission from the Mediter- 
ranean, that is a very, very expensive 
way to do the job. It could be done much 
better from land bases, because you can- 
not get enough punch off the carriers to 
take care of the whole target outlay. You 
could do much better from land bases 
for that particular job.” 

The Air Force Chief of Staff said 
claims “about what the Navy could do 
in strategic air operations come up not 
from the men in uniform generally but 
from the Navy people out of uniform.” 

Senator Symington pointed out that

In those cases where the widow 
is not eligible for Social Security for her 
minor children (primarily because the 
Serviceman or veteran may not have ac- 
quired the mandatory minimum cover- 
age), the Hardy Law provides for a sup- 
plemental payment by the Veterans’ Ad- 
ministration which will be equal to the 
amount which would have been paid un- 
der Social Security. 

Orphaned children also will receive 
new VA benefits when there is no widow 
eligible for benefits. One child will re- 
ceive $70; two children $100; three chil- 
dren $130, and each additional child $25. 

Payments to Parents 

Dependency and indemnity compensa- 
tion payable to dependent parents is es- 
tablished on a sliding scale based upon 
annual income, whether or not there is 
a widow or a child eilgible, and is pay- 
able in the following amounts:

rhe huge test facility at Redstone Ar- 
senal, Ala., started two and one-half years 
aco and costing a total of $12,000,000, 
will be capable of testing the intermedi- 
ate range ballistic missile now being de- 
veloped at Redstone by the Army Bal- 
listie Missile Agency under command of 
M.j. Gen. John B. Medaris. It may also 
test even more powerful missiles. 

Static testing of a missile consists in 
locking the missile into place on the stand 
and firing it. The missile does not “take 
off,’ but as it strains against the grip 
of the tower its roaring engine can be 
tudied for performance characteristics 

; if it were actually in flight. 

The test stand itself is only a part of 
the entire test facility, being surrounded 
by a complicated layout of other build- 
ings and devices including a boiler plant, 
a booster water pump station, an engine 
building, a nitrogen booster station, a 
guardhouse, a horizontal test stand, a 
components test laboratory, a cold cali- 
bration test stand, a propellant storage 
area, ready storage area, etc. 


‘Copter Records Set 


Army pilots have set three helicopter 
records, it was disclosed this week. 

Flying an Army Sikorsky H-34 heli- 
copter 12 July over a coure bordering a 
section of the southern Connecticut 
shore, Army aviators set new records for 
closed circuits of 100, 500 and 1,000 kilo- 
meters. The old records had stood for pe- 
riods up to ten years. 

The H-34, assigned to the Army Board

tances are 122.7 miles per hour, set in 
1949 by a Sikorsky S-52; 66.6 miles per 
hour, set by a French SE 3-120 in 1952; 
and 66.6 miles per hour, set in a Sikorsky 
R-5 in 1946. 

Recent reports indicate the USSR flew

116.3 mph, approximately 20 mph slower 


than the Army achievement.

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Four-Type Destroyer Concept Moves Ahead; 
Missile Frigate Honors Admiral King 


| HE second of three guided missile 
frigates will be named the USS King 


in honor of Fleet Admiral Ernest J. King, | 


USN, who died on 25 June. 


The King’s keel will be laid next year 
at the Puget Sound Naval Shipyard, 
Bremerton, Wash. She will have a 50- 
foot beam, be 512 feet long and and have 
a 3,900-ton displacement. 

Introduction of the surface-air ‘“Ter- 
rier’-equipped frigate into the Fleet is in 
line with the Navy’s plan to cut back 
on the varieties of destroyers in service. 

Under the four-type operational con- 
cept the number of destroyer types will 
be reduced from more than 10 to four. 


Ultimately the four types will be: 


| Destroyer (DD); Frigate (DL); Corvete 
(DDC); and Escort (DE). 

In slicing the number of destroyer 
| types, however, the Navy does not plan 
| to place existing destroyers in the Re- 
serve Fleet. Rather, they will be fitted 
into the new concept by the processes of 
reclassification and conversion. 

Under the new concept, the Navy fore- 
sees large savings in tax dollars result- 
ing from the more economical use of the 
vessels, 

Each of the four types will be assigned 
to missions limited by the ship’s capabil- 
ities. For example, large DD’s and DL’s 
will not be sent out on routine patrol and 
escort missions which effectively can be 
performed by smaller types specifically 
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designed for such work. 

The King has been especially designed 
for anti-aircraft missions with high- 
speed task forces. She will be capable 
of screening other ships by intercepting 
enemy planes at ranges greater than 
other destrdyer types. 

In addition to aft ’Terrier”’ batteries, 
the King and her two sister ships will be 
fitted with forward 5-inch gun batteries. 

The King—her official designation is 
DLG-10—is the second of her class to be 
named for an outstanding flag officer. 
The first, DLG-9, is the USS Coontz, 
named for Admiral Robert E. Coontz, 
USN, a former CNO. The third guided 
missile frigate has not yet been named. 

Construction of four more DLG’s has 
been authorized in FY ’57.

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Gen. Twining Reveals “Chemical Bomber”; 
Says Strategy Of Warfare “Has To Change” 


First official word of a new Air Force 
bomber to be powered by high-energy 
chemical fuels is a part of General Na- 
than F. Twining’s secret testimony be- 
fore the Symington Airpower Subcommit- 
tee. 

The Air Force Chief of Staff mentioned 
“the chemical bomber” in testimoney 
just released by the Senate group. 

He also made these points in his testi- 
mony: 

e The old, traditional concepts of war- 
fare must give way to smaller atomic- 

ge forces built around new weapons. 

e The AF will ask between $20 and 


$23.6 billion in the 1958 budget and slight- 
lv more in 1959 and 1960. 


e Differences between the Services are 
sharper today than they were three years 
ago. 
strategic air 
(see sepa- 


e The Navy’s potential 
role lacks necessary “punch” 
rate report in this issue). 


e Pay of military technicians should 
be increased (also reported separately in 
this issue). 


e The Air Force Chief of Staff person- 
ally leans toward the creation of a single 
military service. 

General Twining’s testimony, which 
had been censored by the Defense Depart- 
ment, gave no deails about the “chemical 
bomber,” except that it is one of the 
“important areas” of Air Force research 
and development, together with work on 
the atomic-powered aircraft. 

A spokesman at the Pentagon said Gen- 
eral Twining had reference to a bomber 
powered by “high-energy chemical fuels 
which is about all the Air Force can say 
on the subject.” 

The Olin Mathieson Chemical Corpora- 
tion reportedly is building a new plant 
in upper New York State to work on 
the project. 

Here are General Twining’s views on 
changing concepts of warfare, the budg- 
et, and a single military service: 


WARFARE “IT think our strategy 
has to change. For instance, we cannot 
afford to keep in our Armed Forces con- 
ventional forces for the old type of war- 
fare plus those for atomic warfare. We 
have got to make up our minds which 
way we are going to go. And our mind 
is made up that we are going to develop 
a new strategy built around the use of 
atomic weapons of war, and once that is 
decided, we have got to give up some of 
these old customs. We have been slow 
doing that. That is one reason this de- 
fense bill is so high. We have got to make 
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up our minds that we have to go one 
way or the other. That does not mean 
we don’t retain in our force structure 
some conventional capability, not at all. 
We do. ... the nuclear weapon itself is 
here to stay and they are going to be 
used in war. We know that. So let’s 
build our force around the new weanons. 
In this way we could reduce our forces 
considerably.” 

THE BUDGET The Air Force has 
submitted “a flash estimate” which calls 
for a 1958 air budget more than half the 
size of the 1957 budget for all the Serv- 


bi 


ices. General Twining said the amount 
will exceed $20 billion and that the 
“flash estimate” is $23.6 billion. In addi- 
tion, he said, “I feel that there will be 
a slight increase over the fiscal year 1958 
fund in fiscal years 1959 and 1960, some 
increase.” 

SINGLE MILITARY SERVICE — “In 
any organization you might set up, you 
will have problem areas. However, as 
you know, we recommended or attempted 
to get in 1947 the single service concept, 
which was not approved, and I don’t 
think that same concept would be ap- 
proved today, although I think it would 
help solve a lot of our problems, and per- 
sonally I lean toward it. But I don’t say 
it would solve all the ills. You will have 
ills either way, but I do lean toward a 
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single service. ...I think it would en- 
able issues to crystallize and be settled 
promptly when they come up between the 
services. Sometimes that is a good thing, 
sometimes it is not. I think it would 
serve to settle them promptly, I think it 
would be less expensive than the pres- 
ent organization. However, I still feel 
that the three services watching each 
other is a pretty healthy thing, because 
no one can get really off the beam. With 
a single service you might get a sort of 
military dynasty built up that could make 
a real bad mistake for the United States. 

“That is my only fear about it, that 
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Here you see the Tactical Air Command’s newest 
reconnaissance bomber—the all-weather twin-jet 
Douglas RB-66.

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How Far Will We Cut Back? Despite earlier 
denials that drastic reductions in military man- 
power have been officially recommended to the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, developments over the past 
week, including Secretary Wilson’s latest news 
conference, leave little doubt but that the way 
is being prepared for severe cuts in the personnel 
strengths of the Armed Services. 

President Eisenhower, at his first press con- 
ference since his recent operation, said that he 
has not heard of any such proposal (as the re- 
ported 800,000 cut in three years) having been 
made ‘“‘on any serious basis.’”’ But he went on to 
say that the changed attitude toward our defense 
s “to stress new weapons, to stress the modern 
means of delivery of fire power, and to minimize, 
so far as we could, the use of individuals who 
could better be employed in building roads and 
schools and other things necessary.” Further 
emphasizing this point he added the “hope that 
we can progress in this direction of substituting 
power, speed, mobility, flexibility for just men 
taken away from their homes and serving in the 
Armed Services.” 

The Chairman of the JCS, Admiral Arthur W. 
Radford, who a few weeks ago disavowed advo- 
cating a specific figure of 800,000, meanwhile has 
been revealed as telling the Symington Air Power 
Subcommittee that “we are moving with our 
atomic weapons capability toward more powerful 
deterrents with smaller forces” and also that “‘to 
a certain extent we have already moved into this 
new area since 1953, that is, studied it, and I 
think it will be more and more apparent by 
1960.” 

On the other hand, West Germany, committed 
to building up 12 divisions for NATO, has be- 
come concerned with rumors that we are going 
to reduce our strength in Europe. However, our 
State Department officials are reported to have 
replied that our cuts in Europe will come only 
in supply forces and not in combat strength, 
which was restated by Mr. Wilson this week. 

Whatever the cautious comments of officials at 
this time, it appears obvious that severe cuts 
in armed manpower are going to be made but 
that the administration has not reached a final 
decision as to the exact number. 

The Nation should be informed of whatever 
plans are being made for cutbacks in our de- 
fense forces. Unless we are going to place entire 
dependence for our defense on the “big bang”’ of 
nuclear explosions, any sizable cuts in man- 
power would severely cripple all of our Armed 
Services. 


Supersonic Silliness. On the basis of curious 
security clearance attitudes at the Pentagon, 
there is new evidence for concluding that there 
is a relationship between the speed of military 
achievements and the slow response of security 
officials to the Nation’s need and right to know 
of the progress being made by our military forces 
and industry. The case of the X-2 is cited as 
Exhibit A. We believe, first and foremost, that 
national security demands must be the basic 
guideline in the release of military information. 
Consequently, the Defense Department must be 
extremely cautious to see that information that 
would help the enemy more than it would help 
the American people by its official release is kept 
under wraps. There’s no question about that. 

But there is serious question when the De- 
fense Department acts in a silly manner. And 
that’s what it did last week when it forbade the 
Air Force to say anything at all about a report 
that Lt. Col. Frank “Pete” Everest, USAF, had 
flown the experimental Bell X-2, powered by a 
Curtiss-Wright rocket engine, at a speed of 1900 
miles per hour (THE JOURNAL 4 August). At a 
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news conference in New Orleans, La., forthright 
Air Force Secretary Quarles was put in a posi- 
tion where late last week, in response to one 
newsman’s inquiry, he could only cite a story 
written by another newsman concerning Colonel 
Everest’s epic flight. Later, at the Association’s 
Awards Banquet, President Gill Robb Wilson, 
though Secretary Quarles was immediately at his 
right, again had to rely on newspaper accounts 
of the flight in giving the famed test pilot a spe- 
cial Association citation. Finally, the ludicrous 
situation reached its climax: a grateful Colonel 
Everest could tell an audience of hundreds of air- 
power enthusiasts only that he was “delighted to 
receive this award for a flight that I supposedly 
made.” 

How silly can you get? It is understandable 
that the Defense Department did not want details 
of this flight to be revealed. But that could have

been achieved by a simple announcement by the 
Defense Department, by Secretary Quarles or 
Chief of Staff Twining that “the X-2 had been 
flown by Colonel Everest at a speed of more than 
1900 miles an hour at Edwards AFB, Calif., on 
25 July. Additional details must remain classi- 
fied at this time.” 

Such an announcement, however brief, would 
have given proper stature to a notable achieve- 
ment in aviation history. More importantly the 
American public would have official assurance of 
a bold step forward in national security. This is 
particularly important at a time when responsi- 
ble officials of government on Capitol Hill are 
questioning our rate of progress. 

Instead, the Pentagon stuck stubbornly by its 
security guns. Mr. Quarles and General Twining 
tried their best to win approval for an official 
statement. But Assistant Defense Secretary Ross 
and presumably Defense Secretary Wilson, obvi- 
ously feeling that their judgment in this matter 
was superior to that of the two top Air Force 
experts, refused to give the green light. 

So it is that THE JOURNAL, like the rest of the 
Nation, cannot yet hail the dramatic achievement 
of the Air Force, Colonel Everest and the manu- 
facturers as “official.” Nonetheless, we want to 
say “well done” to all concerned for the “sup- 
posed” flight.

Best Medical Care 
Editor, THE JOURNAL: 

The recent increase in pay and 
rank granted to physicians and 
dentists has caused considerable 
controversy among the commis- 
sioned personnel of the Army. From 
a purely academic point of view, I 
can see where line officers, particu- 
larly infantry, artillery, and armor, 
would have a legitimate complaint. 
In time of war it is the officers in 
the combat arms who stand to make 
the greatest sacrifice. Very few med- 


ical officers are confronted with any 
great danger. However, in time of 
national emergency there is no dif- 
ficulty in obtaining the highest qual- 
ity of medical and dental personnel 
in the numbers necessary. 

On the other hand let us be more 
realistic. The peacetime Army, be- 
fore the adjustment in pay and rank 
of medical personnel, offered little 
inducement for most doctors and 
dentists. I grant you a few would 
stay in regardless of any special con- 
sideration. It is certainly under- 
standable why the majority who 
have spent many years achieving 
their goals in the medical profes- 
sion and who can readily see the dif- 
ference between their financial 
status and that of those active in 
civilian life, would desire private 
practice. There are few doctors or 
dentists who would not willingly 
serve their country loyally and 
faithfully in time of emergency. 
Nevertheless, when the emergency 
is over, they then are most anxious 
to return to civilian life. 

I am a Regular Army Infantry of- 
ficer who strongly desires to make 
a career in the Army and raise a 
family. So far as I am concerned, it 
is imperative that I be assured my 
family can obtain the best possible 
medical care and service. It is im- 
material to me how much more a 
medical officer may draw in pay or 
how much more rapidly he can 
progress in rank. I feel that with 


the recent pay increase the Army 
will be able to retain a greater 
number of highly qualified doctors 
and dentists. It is felt that if each 
one of us will look at this realistic- 
ally, we will agree that it is most 
essential that we can be assured 
that not only we but also our de- 
pendents will receive the best med- 
ical care that our country can pro- 
vide.

manent grades from second lieutenant 
through colonel. 

4. Any officer appointed under this 
Act must be of such age as to permit 
him to complete 20 years of active com- 
missioned service before his 55th birth- 
day. This may include periods of serv- 
ice both before and after appointment. 

5. The maximum age for appointment 
(except for Veterinarians, Chaplains, 
JAG’s, and MSC’s for whom provisions 
of previous laws and policy continue to 
apply) with no promotion list credit 
is twenty-seven. This “base” age of 
twenty-seven may be increased by the 
amount of promotion list service 
credited at appointment as explained 
in 6, below. 

6. For purposes of determining grade, 
promotion list position, seniority in 
permanent grade, and permanent pro- 
motion eligibility, an appointee may, 
at the discretion of the Secretary of 
the Army, be credited with his active 
commissioned Army service after 6 Dec. 
1941 and since his 21st birthday, plus 
not more than one of the following 
three types of constructive credit: 
(Previous law applies to Veterinarians, 
Chaplains, JAG’s, and MSC’s.) 

a. A commissioned officer on active 
duty on the effective date of the Act 
(20 July 1956) may receive credit for 
a period, not to exceed eight years, 
equal to the amount by which his 
commissioned service creditable for 
basic pay exceeds his active commis- 
sioned service. 

b. Up to eight years credit may be 
granted to not more than 200 outstand- 
ing specialists in critical fields (e.g., nu- 
clear physicists, electronics experts, 
and similar scientific personnel) in ac- 
cordance with criteria to be prescribed 
by the Secretary of the Army and ap- 
proved by the President. Such special- 
ists must be appointed within two years 
after the effective date of this Act. 

c. Not more than two years construc- 
tive credit may be granted to appoint- 
ees who do not qualify under either of 
the other provisions. 


IF AN APPOINTEE receives con- 
structive credit under any of these pro- 
visions, his total credit may not exceed 
the amount by which his age exceeds 
twenty-seven. The effect of the Act’s 
constructive credit provisions on basic 
dates, for promotion purposes, of new 
appointees may be summarized as fol- 
lows: 

1. The basic date of an officer who re- 
ceives credit only for active commis- 
sioned service must fall between his 
2ist and 27th birthday. 

2. The basic date of an officer who re- 
ceives any constructive credit must be 
his 27th birthday. 

Of immediate interest is the Army’s 
plan for the integration of approxi- 
mately 7,000 new Regular Officers by 
July of 1958. 

The chief source will be an estimated 
40,000 reserve component officers on 
active duty who will be eligible. The 
estimate does not include the “obligated 
officers” (primarily ROTC and OCS 
graduates and drafted medical and 
dental officers); they are eligible for 
Regular appointment under the Army’s 
normal procurement programs. Al- 
though others will be eligible, the num- 
ber who will be interested and qualified 
cannot be estimated accurately. 


EACH APPOINTEE will be placed 
on the promotion list after, and be given 
the same permanent grade as, the most 
junior officer already on the list who 
has the same or greater service credit 
and who has not been passed over for 
permanent promotion. If he is on active 
duty when appointed, his temporary 
grade will not be changed; if he enters 
the Regular Army from non-active duty 
status, his temporary grade and date 
of rank will be determined in the same 
manner as if he were being called to 
active duty as a reserve officer. 

Any applicant who applied for a Reg- 
ular Army appointment under a previ- 
ous program or competed in a competi- 
tive tour will, if selected under this 


program, be given a grade and date of 
rank junior to that of any Regular 
Army officer who competed with him 
successfully in the same program or 
tour in which he failed of selection. 
Furthermore, with the exception of the 
200 highly qualified technical special- 
ists previously mentioned, no officer will 
be appointed in a permanent grade 
higher than the highest in which he has 
served satisfactory on active duty. 
These restrictions, together with the 
increased ceiling, will safeguard ade- 
quately the interest of the Regular offi- 
cers already in the Army. 


AMONG THE CONCEPTS on which 
the selection plan is based are the fol- 
lowing: 

1. Selection will be centralized; ad- 
ministrative processing will be decen- 
tralized as far as possible. 

2. Selection will be made by boards 
of mature officers working under the 
supervision of the Chief, Career Man- 
agement Division, TAGO. The data 
available to them will consist chiefly of 
the candidates’ 201 files; however, for 
applicants not on active duty and those 
who have limited service additional 
selection aids, such as scores on bio- 
graphical information blanks and inter- 
view board reports, will be furnished to 
selection boards. 

3. All appointees must be fully quali- 
fied to be Regular officers; from among 
those fully qualified the best qualified 
will be selected to meet the Army’s re- 
quirements. Quality will not be sacri- 
ficed to meet strength goals. 

4. The man must seek the job rather 
than vice versa; therefore, initiative is 
with the individual—candidates must 
submit applications. 


THE TIME SCHEDULE described 
below is approximate and flexible, but 
it represents the best current estimate. 
It will be noted that wherever possible 
various steps overlap to conserve time. 

1 Oct. 1956 to 31 Jan. 1957 is the pe- 
riod during which all applications must 
be submitted. A standard application 
form will be used and certain prescribed 
documents must be submitted with it. 

From November 1956 through March 
1957, applications will be processed by 
major commands. They will be checked 
for completeness and those from ineli- 
gible applicants will be rejected. In 
appropriate cases, required educational 
tests will be administered and inter- 
views by boards of officers will be con- 
ducted by major commands. 

December 1956 through April 1957 is 
the period for processing by The Ad- 
jutant General. This will include as- 
sembly and checking of files and various 
other administrative actions. 


SELECTION BOARDS will act from 
January through October 1957. In se- 
quence, first, one group of boards will 
determine which applicants are fully 
qualified, and then another group will 
make the final seection of those best 
qualified in accordance with the De- 
partment of the Army’s requirements. 

The period November 1957 through 
May 1958 is reserved for such back- 
ground investigations and _ physical 
examinations of those officers selected 
as may be necessary, preparation of 
nomination lists, approval by the Sec- 
retary of the Army, Secretary of De- 
fense, the President and the Senate, 
consummation of appointments and issu- 
ance of orders. 

Allowing for unforeseen contingen- 
cies, it is probable that most appoint- 
ments in the initial augmentation will 
be made in June or July 1958. A limited 
number of selections may be announced 
earlier than this and probably in the 
summer of 1957. 

The Department of the Army circular 
will furnish detailed information re- 
quired by applicants as well as by 
commanders and staffs below major 
command level. It will be given the 
widest distribution, and a variety of 
means will be used to insure that all 
prospective candidates, both in service 
and in civil life, are afforded oppor- 
tunity to apply.

soon to be released to the field, which 
tells how the Army will implement the 
new Augmentation Law. Eligible to ap- 
ply for the RA commissions are about 
40,000 officers. They will want to study 
carefully the procedures for making ap- 
plications.

Circular DEPARTMENT OF THE ARMY 
No. WASHINGTON 25, D. C., 


Effective 1 Oct. 1956 until 1 Oct. 1958 unless 
sooner rescinded or superseded 


COMMISSIONED OFFICERS— 
APPOINTMENT IN REGULAR ARMY 
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1, GENERAL, a. Public Law 737, 84th Con- 
gress, 20 July 1956, authorizes a major in- 
crease in the commissioned strength of the 
Regular Army and provides expanded pro- 
curement authority to accomplish it. This 
circular prescribes policies and procedures 
for the appointment of several thousand offi- 
cers within the next two years, as the initial 
augmentation of the Regular Officer Corps 
under this Act. Subsequent appointments 
will be made under AR 601-100 as amended. 
The general policy, eligibility requirements, 
administrative procedures and method of sub- 
mission of applications are set forth herein. 
That portion of Section V, AR 601-100 which 
provides for submission of applications dur- 
ing November and December of 1956 is sus- 
pended pending change to that regulation. 

b. This circular does not apply to: 

(1) The appointment of officers of the Army 
Nurse Corps or the Army Medical Specialist 
Corps, the Army Medical Corps or the Army 
Dental Corps. 

(2) Civilians who have never held a com- 
mission in the Army of the United States. 
They may, provided they meet highly re- 
strictive criteria as critically needed tech- 
nical specialists, apply for a direct Regular 
commission under a separate program to be 
announced. 

(3) Military personnel who on date of ap-

Plication have not served on continuous ac- 
tive duty as commissioned officers in the 
Army for periods in excess of 90 days, ex- 
cept those serving under orders for tours of 
duty in excess of 90 days. See paragraphs 
1h(1) and 2b. 

c. Appointments will be made in all perma- 
nent commissioned grades below General Offi- 
cer. No officer other than those in certain 
professional fields (JAG, Chaplain, Medical 
Service Corps) will be appointed in a perma- 
nent grade higher than the highest grade 
satisfactorily held on active duty in Federal 
service in the Army or any of its components. 

d. Current regulations and procurement 
programs for JAG, Chaplains, Army Medical 
Specialists and WAC remain in effect, ex- 
cept for the following modifications: 

(1) Grade in which appointed for JAG, 
Chaplains, VC, Medical Service Corps and 
WAC will be based on service credit granted 
under paragraph 8 (as modified by (2) below) 
or the highest grade to which entitled under 
other authority. 

(2) Service credit for JAG, Chaplains, VC, 
Medical Service Corps and WAC will be as 
prescribed in paragraph 8 below, except that 
professional service credit authorized in AR 
601-124, AR 601-125 and AR 601-126 will be 
granted if greater than constructive service 
credit under paragraph 8a below. Profes- 
sional service credit will not be added to 
constructive service. 

(3) For appointment in MSC, in addition 
to the modifications referred to in (1) and 
(2) above, in those instances in which AR 
601-124 conflicts with this circular the fol- 
lowing provisions of this circular will govern: 

(a) Paragraph 2b 

(b) Paragraph 2c 

(c) Paragarph 3i (applicable to Pharmacy, 
Supply and Administration Section applicants 
only.) 

(d) Paragraph 3j 

(e) Paragraph 5a 

(f) Paragraph 7f 

(g) Paragraph 12 

e. The appointment of any person appointed 
under the provisions of PL 737 may be in- 
voked by the Secretary of the Army at any 
time prior to the third anniversary of the 
date of acceptance of such appointment. 

f. Non-selection under any previous pro- 
gram is not a bar to application at this time. 

g. Applications will be unclassified. Any 
information pertinent to the application 
which requires a CONFIDENTIAL or higher 
classification will be made the subject of 
separate correspondence and forwarded to 
The Adjutant General, Attention: AGPA-A, 
with reference to the case to which it per- 
tains. 

h. For the purposes of the circular, the 
following definitions apply: 

(1) Active duty—Active continuous Federal 
commissioned service in the active Army on 
a category commitment or call or order to 
duty in excess of 90 days. Periods of 90 
days or less may not be combined to achieve 
this total. 

(2) Reserve components—Any Army com- 
ponent, other than the Active Army, in which 
applicants may hold a commissioned status. 

(3) Major commanders—ZI armies, MDW, 
USARAL, USARPAC, USARCARIB, and 
overseas theaters. 

2. SOURCES OF PERSONNEL. Personnel 
to be commissioned in the Regular Army un- 
der this program will be obtained from the 
following sources: 

a. Officers on active duty in the Active 
Army. 

b. Officers of the Reserve components of the 
U. S. Army (Army Reserve, National Guard 
of the United States) who served on active 
duty as commissioned officers in the Army 
of the United States or any of its components 
after 6 December 1941. Tours of active duty 
for training (90 days or less) may not be 
counted for this purpose. In considering the 
application, the entire file of the individual 
will be reviewed and due consideration will 
be given to the extent to which the applicant 
has actively participated in reserve training 
activities. 

c, Individuals not now holding commission 
but who served on active duty in a commis-

Capt. Calkins 
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Second Decade Prospects: More Missiles Mean Fewer Wings 
But More Punch; Manpower Will Be Pared, But Better Paid 


NEw ORLEANS, La. 


HE future of the Air Force was un- 

folded here at the 10th annual con- 
vention of the Air Force Association. 

Analysis of prepared speeches, im- 
promptu news conference remarks 
and talks with Air Force leaders in 
“off the record” meetings shows a 
clear trend: 

The new decade of the Air Force 
Association’s history will be marked 
by replacement of a number of 
manned wings with atomic missiles 
and the substitution of thousands of 
airmen for relatively small numbers 
of specialists. 

The 137-wing Air Force concept, 
with a manpower objective of 975,000 
is going to be revised. 

Said Air Force Secretary Donald A. 
Quarles: 

“The advent of atomic weapons in 
great numbers and variety, and in 
megaton yields, has brought us to the 
point where the air power we now 
hold poised is truly powerful beyond 
the imagination of man.” 

In words that have a_ prophetic 
bearing on the Air Force’s future 
structure, Secretary Quarles contin- 
ued: “But there comes a time in the 
course of increasing our air power 
when we must make a determination 
of sufficiency. 

“Now,” he asserted in a prepared 
speech that was cleared by the De- 
fense Department, “sufficiency of air 
power is not expressed accurately by 
such a phrase as 137 wings. The 137- 
wing program as conceived in 1953 
was a considerably less powerful force 
than the 137-wing program we con- 
ceive of today. 

“Sufficiency in air power, to my 
mind,” the Secretary maintained, 
“must be determined period by period 
on the basis of the force required to 
accomplish the mission assigned.” 

Newsmen covering the convention 
saw in this sttaement a new expres- 
sion of top Air Force policy. They 
queried the Secretary. 

Does this mean that the Air Force 
will abandon its plans to reach 137 
wings by next June—six more than 
now activated? they asked. 


THE SECRETARY REPLIED that 
the Air Force would reach the 137- 
wing target. 

Would the impact of expanded mis- 
sile units after that indicate a down- 
ward trend in the 137-wing organiza- 
tion, and if so when? 

The Secretary responded by saying 
that it seemed reasonable to believe 
that with the advent of new missiles 
the 137-wings of manned aircraft 
would be reduced. When that would 
happen he would not say, but observ- 
ers thought it likely that this was not 
a long-range possibility. 

What about manpwer? Newsmen 
questioned the Secretary as to wheth- 
er the Air Force would reach its Con- 
gressionally authorized strength of 
975,000. 

He thought not. And with the pros- 
pect of fewer manned wings, report- 
ers surmised that the Air Force would 
take a completely new look at its man- 
power situation. 

This new look would be based on 
one urgent premise and that would be 
the availability of adequate numbers 
of airmen with specialized skills for 
such a force as is envisioned by Secre- 
tary Quarles and other leaders. 


Need For Better Men 
No. 1 Problem—CofS 


Thus, General Nathan F. Twining, 
USAF, took the occasion of his ad- 
dress to the Association to declare 
the need for better men “identifies 
the number one problem in the Air 
Force. The rapid progress of our tech- 
nology has made our weapons and 
equipment more complex to operate 
and maintain. 


“This complexity,” said the Chief of 
Staff, “has simply put us behind the 
manpower eight-ball” 

Declaring that 975,000 men are nec- 
essary for a 137-wing Air Force—a 
figure that Mr. Quarles had indicated 
will not be reached—General Twining 
emphasized that “our 137 wings can- 
not possibly be effective wings if they 
are manned by technicians of low 
skill and limited experience.” 

He noted that during the last five 
years “our requirements for techni- 
cally trained people have increased 
twice as much as all other personnel 
requirements combined.” 


GENERAL TWINING REPORTED 
that about 80 per cent of the people 
whom the Air Force loses are skilled 
technicians or supervisors. 

“Every Air Force commander I talk 
with is more concerned about his 
shortage of qualified officers and air- 
men than anything else,” the general 
told the convention. 

What can be done to extricate the 
Air Force from its untenable man- 
power problem? How can it get out 
from behind the eight ball? 

General Twining had some answers. 
First, he outlined the many actions 
that have been taken on Capitol Hill 
and at the Pentagon during recent 
months to improve the _ situation. 
These are familiar to everyone in 
Service, running the gamut from in- 
creased assignment stability, to better 
family care, improved survivor bene- 
fits, base of choice opportunities, etc. 

“Many more things remain to be 
done,” said General Twining. He men- 
tioned pay at the head of the list. 

Mentioning the work of the Cor- 
diner Committee which is looking 
into the military pay problem, Chief 
of Staff Twining said that “without 
prejudging the findings of this Com- 
mittee, it said that “without prejudg- 
ing the findings of this Committee, it 
seems to me that a pay raise—espe- 
cially for highly trained combat crews, 
experienced executives and supervis- 
ors, and technically qualified special- 
ists—would be a small price to pay 
for the increased effectiveness and 
combat readiness we could gain.” 


Mr. Smith Agrees; 


Promises Vigorous Action 


The Air Force’s top civilian expert 
on military manpower, Assistant Sec- 
retary David S. Smith told how by 
using 30,000 civilians the Air Force is 
able to support its 137-wing program, 
but he warned that the Air Force 
faces increasing problems of meeting 
its qualitative requirements in mili- 
tary strength “as we move farther 
into the era of supersonic flight and 
guided missiles.” 

He said repeatedly that the Air 
Force must obtain and then hold high 
quality young men who can meet the 
demands of such weapons as the B-52, 
the F-104 and guided missiles. 

He told how recent actions, such as 
mentioned by General Twining, have 
more than doubled the over-all Air 
Force reenlistment rate. 

“But we are still not keeping with 
us enough airmen who are experi- 
enced and skilled in the technical 
fields, or enough of our younger fliers 
to maintain an effective experience 
level in our combat elements,” said 
Assistant Secretary Smith. 


“So the need for additional action 
is apparent.” 

He cited the Cordiner Committee's 
work—Mr. Smith is a member of the 
group—and predicted that the Com- 
mittee will recommend “a vicorous 
program of legislative and administra- 
tive actions to attract and retain the 
leadership and skills required for our 
present and future military forces. 
Special attention will be given,” said 
Mr. Smith, “to the problem of devel-

technical competence that wili insure 
optimum performance of our complex 
and expensive air weapons.” 


Invincible Weapons 
Or Ineffective Waste 


The crushing importance of skilled 
manpower in operating modern mil- 
itary weapons systems was under- 
scored by Maj. Gen. William S. Stone, 
USAF, Director of Personnel Plan- 
ning under Lt. Gen. Emmett O’Don- 
nell, USAF, Deputy Chief of Staff, 
Personnel. 

Against the background of Admin- 
istration hopes for reduced manpow- 
er strengths because of new weapons, 
General Stone’s remarks were partic- 
ularly significant. 

Addressing a guided missile forum 
at the convention, General Stone said: 

“No weapon system can be instant- 
ly effective, as our missile systems 
must be, unless qualified people are 
available to operate and maintain it. 
With high quality people, our weap- 
on systems can be invincible. With- 
out them they could be an ineffective 
extravagance.” 

The general then outlined the pe- 
culiar problems that confront Air 
Force personnel planners in working 
out manpower requirements for mis- 
sile units. 

Because this subject has not been 
treated before in such detail, General 
Stone’s comments are published in 
some detail in an adjacent article. 


WHATEVER THE DIFFERING 
VIEWPOINTS at the 10th conven- 
tion of the Air Force Association with 
regard to the wing strength of the 
Air Force—whether 137 wings or 143 
or less than 137—the membership was 
unanimous in calling for action to in- 
sure that the Air Force is able to at- 
tract and hold the type of manpower 
that it must have to operate contem- 
porary weapons, 

To this end, the Association unani- 
mously voted to petition the President 
and the Secretary of Defense for ac- 
tion to: 

1. Raise military pay. 


2. Reduce prices at PX’s and com- 
missaries. 

3. Eliminate substandard housing. 

On the 137-wing problem, the Asso- 
ciation said that adequate funds 
should be provided for its proper sup- 
port, or else the objective should be 
revised. 

It appeared as the convention broke 
up that new efforts are certain to be 
made in order to enhance the attrac- 
tiveness of military service. 

A strong argument will be made 
that if this is done it will be possible 
to reduce the size of the Armed 
Forces, meaning a saving in money 
and manpower. 

That’s the shape of things to come. 











Missing Missile Man 
Causes Lobby Talk 


What happened to the Air Force’s 
mightiest missile man? 

That was a question which prompted 
much talk in the lobby and corridors of 
the Hotel Roosevelt headquarters of the 
convention. 

Much publicity had been given to the 
fact that Maj. Gen. Bernard A. Schriever, 
USAF, head of the Air Research Develop- 
ment Command’s Western Development 
Division in California, would participate 
in a guided missile forum. 

Since he is charged with supervising 
the ICBM program, his prospective ap- 
pearance had stimulated special interest 
in the forum. 

But the General was a “no show.” AFA 
aides hastened to explain that he had 
“been overcommitted” and could not at- 
tend the New Orleans meetings because 
of other demands. 

Enterprising newsmen learned that 
those “other demands” had less to do 
with General Schriever’s required pres. 
ence elsewhere than with the fact that 
certain Pentagon officials did not want 
him to join in the forum sessions—pre- 
sumably for security reasons. 

There were reports at the convention 
that the cancellation of the General’s ap- 
pearance was not the result of direct De- 
fense Department intervention. Uncon- 
firmed accounts of the situation were 
that Air Force Under Secretary James 
H. Douglas was responsible. 


Gen. Twining Tells 
His Views On Pay 


General Nathan F. Twining, USAF, 
proposes that top enlisted men in Air 
Force squadrons be given civilian status. 


The Air Force Chief of Staff told the 
Symington Airpower Subcommittee in 
testimony released on 3 Aug. that he 
favors a pay raise for military techni- 
cians, and “two or three civilian vacan- 
cies” in each squadron for “top grade 
noncoms.” 


He said, “I fully agree with the general 
statements made by my commanders and 
by General O’Donnell and General Irvine 
concerning the great difficulties that re- 
sult from the existing high turnover of 
personnel. Our inability to retain skilled 
personnel can well become our Achilles 
heel.” 


General Twining told the Senate group 
the Air Force is experiencing a shortage 
of technicians, which is “a very great 
weakness,” but that the shortage is not 
as great now as it “may be in the future.” 
He said “it looks like, unless we do some- 
thing, we will be seriously short of real. 
high class, highly trained technical peo- 
ple.” 

The Secretary expressed the belief that 
“we have got to do something with the 
pay scale.” He said “The Secretary of 
Defense’s office has a group working on 
that right now, and I personally feel we 
cannot pay amounts of money equal to 
those they pay in civilian life. We know 
that we cannot get up to that dollar 
amount, but we can do better. I think 
we can go back maybe to our old system. 


“We used to have a system of techni- 
cian pay in which we just paid an air 
mechanic first class, second class, third 
class and so forth. They had no rating, 
that is corporal, sergeant, at all. They 
were just privates but they had the spe- 
cialists’ rating because of their technical 
capability and were paid accordingly. I 
think we might revive that.” 

General Twining said a “new law” 
along these lines “is being considered.” 

He added, “And maybe we could do 
something about taking these real top 
grade noncoms, highly skilled people and 
create in each squadron say two or three 
civilian vacancies, and pay those people 
more. There would be a civilian in the 
squadron, and all men would be eligible 
to go into that if they wanted to, par- 
ticularly in air defense and the Strategic 
Air Command we could do that because 
the base personnel don’t serve overseas.” 

The Chief of Staff said he thinks “this 
is a field we should explore,” and he ex- 
pressed the opinion that the Cordiner 
Committee “will do that.” 
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What Are Special Missile Manpower 
Needs? General Stone Gives Answer 


HE following excerpt is taken from 

an address by Maj. Gen. William 8. 
Stone, USAF, Director .of Personnel 
Planning, to the AFA Convention. He 
tells here of the special problems that 
confront the Air Force in the field of 
manpower for missile units. 


1. As missile systems develop with greater 
speed, range, and firepower, the more com- 
plex they become. Operational requirements, 
maintenance, and design characteristics of 
missile weapon systems represent a consid- 
erable departure from maintenance and 
operational practices of manned aircraft 
weapon systems. Implications having an 
impact on personnel follow: 


A. “Only instantly ready power is mean- 
ingful in a deterrent psychology because 
that is the only kind that cannot be destroyed 
before it can strike back. Therefore, rigor- 
ous preventative maintenance, pre-launch 
and launch count-down with 24 hour ‘‘power 
on’ operation of sub-systems make essential 
the establishment of a highly organized and 
sustained crew training effort. 

“The routinely long periods of extreme 
tension associated with duties of personnel 
vn constant alert status may adversely af- 
fect morale. You must recognize that missile 
alert crews aren’t able to point with pride 
at their ‘‘BIRD’’ as it returns from a suc- 
cessful training or combat flight. These j 
missile crews cannot ‘‘ready’’ a missile and 
evaluate their performance on the job in 
terms of kills, flying hours, etc., except pos- 
sibly for infrequent training exercises. 


“THE TENSION ASSOCIATED with wait- 
ing for the bell to ring, being constantly 
ready for instantaneous action and not hav- 
ing an outlet such as the Air and Ground 
maintenance crews of manned weapon sys- 
tems have, will be a constant challenge to 
these men. We must rely on our command- 
ers to devise means of developing and main- 
taining a high order of operational readiness, 
morale and esprit de corps in our missile 
organizations. 


B. Pre-mission preventative maintenance 
is required of a systematic and exacting na- 
ture. It is a basic factor in maintaining 
combat readiness of equipment for instan- 
taneous employment. 


C. Many job operations are critical and 
within very close tolerances. The analysis 
of highly complex electronics systems is 
routine, 


D. Tr d resp ibilities of officers 
and the crew and team chiefs with regard 
to safety measures, technical proficiency and 
the requirement for making timely decisions. 





2. THE COMPLEXITY of missile weapon 
systems has increased the requirement for 
highly skilled technicians. New career 
fields associated with the missile program 
such as: Rocket Propulsion and Pressure 
Systems Mechanics, Missile Guidance and 
Control Technicians, Warhead Checker and 
Nose Cone Re-entry Systems Mechanics will 
demand the highest caliber personnel. 


3. THE EXPECTED HIGH LEVEL of 
economic activity, continued change in com- 
position of the labor force and the increase 
in technological requirements of industry 
and the Armed Forces will create an even 
more competitive situation with respect to 
personnel possessing high skill levels, intel- 
ligence and aptitude. As a result, retention 
of these personnel in the Air Force will be- 
come increasingly difficult. In order to im- 
prove the attractiveness of the Air Force and 
retain the quality and quantity of personnel 
required, officers and airmen careers must 
be improved through raising prestige and 
greater rewards and incentives. This pres- 
tige factor is a very important facet of our 
career pesonnel today. To assure success in 
the procurement of desirable personnel, we 
must direct a timely national orientation, 
motivation, and education program to the 
parent and youth of America. 


4. THE INTEGRATION into the Air Force 
of civilian personnel possessing technical and 
Scientific skills is desired and necessary. The 
full potential of U. S. mental and technical 
skills must be exploited in order that the 
human resources will not be the principal 
limiting factor in the development and utili- 
zation of technical advances. 


5. FROM A LONG RANGE POINT of view, 
a need exists for reorienting education in 
terms of emphasizing the responsibility of 
each citizen for contributing to and main- 
taining his part in the military potential of 
the Nation. It will be necessary to establish 
an accelerated program of scientific and 
technical education and training for military 
and civilian personnel to provide leadership 
and guidance in fields of scientific and tech- 





nical development and application, The Air | 


Force must provide career officers, airmen, 
and civilians whose skill and leadership in 
technological fields will meet the require- 
ments for both the present and future Air 
Force. These individuals must possess a high 
level of intelligence and aptitude in order 
to meet the exacting standards of training 
programs, The increasing technological 
problems will require practical engineers, 
with the capacity to deal with complex 
problems, right down to squadron level. 


6. THE EDUCATION AND TRAINING 
program of missile launch crews units ap- 
pears to parallel the concept of combat crew 
training so familiar to you all. The high de- 
gree of preciseness and team work required 
by launch crews during count-down and 
equipment checks can be compared with the 
precision required of our bomber crews dur- 
ing the final stages of their run and by the 
interceptor crews after lock-on and through 
their firing pass. 


7. THE GREATER DISPERSAL of missile 
units, the remoteness of many sites, and in 
some cases complete isolation, are factors 
that will adversely affect morale and reten- 
tion. The location of missile sites in the 
United States may be 30 miles or more from 
support bases and population centers. This 
fact will cause married personnel to live a 
considerable distance from their place of 
duty. The effects of dispersal on morale and 
the retention of highly skilled missile per- 
sonnel must be closely evaluated. Cogni- 
zance must be taken of the high quality of 
command as well as the additional personnel 
and training required to maintain, operate, 
and support the forces operating under a 
dispersal concept. 


8. PROPER PERSONNEL PLANNING is 
essential if our missile systems are to be 
effective. Increased emphasis must be given 
to human engineering, job analysis, and 
management research of the personnel fac- 
tors associated with these systems. An esti- 
mate of the qualitative personnel require- 
ments, and the associated training factors 
must be determined prior to procurement of 
the equipment. These qualitative require- 
ments must be compared with personnel re- 
sources and limitations if human operating 
and maintenance capabilities are to be kept 
in phase with machine performances. 


III, CONCLUSION: 


1, The military is faced with an increased 
demand for men with a high degree of intel- 
ligence and skill as the technology advances 
and as we phase into the more complex mis- 
sile weapon systems, 


2. Rigorous preventative maintenance, 
critical pre-launch and count-down on a 24 
hour—seven day a week alert basis make 
essential the establishment of trained mis- 
sile units with the highest quality man- 
power. 


3. Dispersal of missile units to remote 
areas and the tension of 24 hour constant 
alert require the ultimate in character and 
leadership. 


4. Missile units must be composed of 
crews that have a top order of precision and 
team work. 


5. If we are to be assured success in our 
missile program, we must retain qualified 
officers and airmen, and we must re-empha- 
size the need for improving the attractiveness 
of an Air Force career by raising prestige 
and meeting the need fo the necessary re 
wards and incentives.

Efforts of J. Earl Schaefer, Boeing 
Airplane Company Vice President and 
General Manager of the Wichita, Kans., 
Division, to win better living conditions 
for military men and their families gained 
AFA recognition. 

He was honored at the Association’s 
Airpower Symposium luncheon. 

Others honored were Maj. Gen. Mat- 
thew K. Deichelmann, USAF, Command- 
ant of the Air Force ROTC program, 
with headquarters at the Air University, 
Maxwell AFB, Ala. and former Air 
Force Assistant Secretary Trevor Gard- 
ner, who was in charge of Research and 
Development. 

A 1917 graduate of West Point, Mr. 
Schaefer was one of the first cadets to 
apply for flying training. He has been 
advocating effective action to assure 
Servicemen of adequate pay, housing, 
family medical care and other benefits.

Says Former Sec’y 


Though he declined to be interviewed 
by newsmen at New Orleans on the 
forthcoming report of his Airpower Sub- 
committee, Senator Stuart Symington 
(D-Mo.) took advantage of an AFA pre- 
sentation ceremony as a platform for re- 
newed warnings about the relative 
growth of Soviet air power. 

In view of his refusal to meet with 
newsmen, there was a general belief that 
he would not speak at the Awards Ban- 
quet, but would merely accept the 
“Aviation Man of the Year” trophy from 
President Gill Robb Wilson. 

However, with Air Force Secretary 
Donald A. Quarles present as the fea- 
tured speaker (see Memo Page), Senator 
Symington called upon his audience to 
give careful study to the record com- 
piled by his Armed Services Subcommit- 
tee during extended hearings on air- 
power. 

The Senator warned of Soviet accelera- 
tion in development and production of 
new weapons, He noted how a number 
of Air Force commanders had called for 
action to prevent the Russians from over- 
taking the Air Force. 

In his speech, Senator Symington paid 
tribute to the behind-the-scenes work 
done by Radio and Television Star 
Arthur Godfrey, who was Toastmaster 
for the Awards Banquet. 

In a surprise presentation, Mr. Wilson 
summoned Mr. Godfrey to receive the 
Association’s Hoyt S. Vandenberg trophy 
“for distinguished service to airpower in 
the field of air age education.” 

Obviously touched by the award, Mr. 
Godfrey said “it was the honor of a life- 
time.” 

ANOTHER AWARD was made to 
screenwriter Beirne Lay, jr., a heavy 
bomb group commander during WWII, 
who has 19 years military service to his 
credit. A Reserve colonel with a SAC 
mobilization assignment, Mr. Lay won 
the Arts and Letters Trophy. 

Among the newsmen covering the 
Awards Banquet was last year’s winner 
of this award, Associated Press Aviation 
Editor Vern Haugland. 

Colonel Lay was commended for “bring- 
ing to the screen dramatic writing on 
the Air Force mission that is significant 
for its popular appeal and for a realism 
born of hard-won experience.”

Science Trophy 


Dr. Chalmers W. Sherwin, University 
of Illinois physics professor and formerly 
Chief Scientist of the Air Force, was 
awarded the AFA’s 1956 Science Trophy 
at the Roosevelt Hotel. 


The trophy was given for his leader- 
ship in the fields of physics and elec- 
tronics. 


Declaring that “in a complex world we 
must look to the men of science for bold 
and creative leadership,” AFA made the 
presentation to Dr. Sherwin specifically 
for “outstanding contributions to the de- 
velopment of a long-range radar system 
of far-reaching implications.” 


To further the development of U 5S. 
airpower, Dr. Sherwin has contributed to 
work on cathode-ray tube radar indi- 
cators and indicator circuits, and helped 
develop fundamental improvements in 
airborne radar, including moving target 
detection. He also had applied physical 
principles to extending the understand- 
ing of the process of human hearing. 





HE Air Force Association, taking 

one of the most provocative posi- 
tions of any organization to date on 
the unification problem, has called for 
a single Service with one Secretariat 
and one Chief of Staff. 

This proposal is made in the 1956 
Statement of Policy, adopted at the 
Association’s 10th annual meeting in 
New Orleans. Here is the text of the 
statement: 

“Sweeping revolutions in weapons 
technology have outmoded our coun- 
try’s traditional approach to national 
security. If we are to achieve security 
with solvency, fundamental changes 
must be made in our military estab- 
lishment. 


“OUR PRESENT SYSTEM of three 
separate military services compels 
patriotic men to strive for objectivity 
in an atmosphere of service partisan- 
ship. The system too often ties mili- 
tary careers, and therefore military 
operations, to obsolescent weapons 
and concepts. The system encourages 
the postponement of basic decisions 
by piling compromise on compromise, 
committee on committee. It induces 
jurisdictional disputes harmful to na-

tional security. It is wasteful of time, 
money and manpower. 

“The three-service system can no 
longer be tolerated. The goal must be 
one program for utilizing national 
resources in the national defense. We 
must have one defense plan. We must 
have a single military service with 
one secretariat, one Chief of Staff, one 
promotion list. 

“We must achieve this singleness of 
purpose, organization and operation 
at the earliest possible moment. We 
must achieve this goal without com- 
promising essential competition of 
ideas in defense planning and weap- 
ons development, while eliminating 
uncontrolled and wasteful competi- 
tion for scarce manpower, money, and 
materiel. 

“AS THE FIRST STEP, we urge 
freedom of transfer among the serv- 
ices, geared to the most efficient and 
economic utilization of our military 
manpower. 

“Each of us, civilian and military 
man alike, must place the realities of 
the national defense requirement 
above narrow service interest. 

“To this goal, in our tenth anni- 
versary year, we stand pledged.”

3. GENERAL ELIGIBILITY REQUIRE- 
MENTS.—In addition to the source require- 
ments of paragraph 2, the following general 
eligibility requirements, all of which must 
be met, will govern appointments the 
Regular Army under this circular: 

a. Be a citizen of the United States. 

(1) An applicant who is not a citizen by 
birth must furnish a certificate by an officer, 
notary public, or other person authorized 
by law to administer oaths, giving the fol- 
lowing information:

(2) An applicant who claims citizenship

d. Have a record free of convictions by any 
type of military or civil court for other than 
a minor traffic violation. Waivers for offenses 
involving moral turpitude will not be granted. 
Request for waiver may be made in the case 
of other minor violations which are non- 
recurrent and which are not deemed prejudi- 
cial to performance of duty as an officer. 
Request for waiver will not be submitted 
separately but will accompany the applica- 
tion for appointment. 

e. Not be a conscientious objector. If ap- 
plicant has been a conscientious objector. 
he will be required to furnish an affidavit 
which will express his abandonment of such 
beliefs and principles so far as they pertain 
to his unwillingness to bear arms and to 
give full and unqualified military service to 
the United States, 

f. Not have been discharged from any of 
the Armed Forces of the United States under 
other than honorable conditions. 

g. Not be nor have been a member of any 
foreign or domestic organization, association. 
movement, group, or combination or persons 
advocating subversive policy or seeking to 
alter the form of government of the United 
States by unconstitutional means. 

h. Age. (1) Applicants must have reached 
their 20th birthday on date of application. 

(2) Maximum age limitations. 

(a) Except as provided in (b) below, no 
person will be considered for appointment 
in a commissioned grade in the Regular 
Army under provisions of this circular if

is: 


1. Thirty-fourth birthday, for an officer 
appointed as a chaplain. 
2. Thirty-second birthday, for an officer 


appointed in the Veterinary Corps or Judge 
Advocate Generals Corps. 

3. Thirtieth birthday, for an officer 
pointed in the Medical Service Corps. 

4. Twenty-seventh birthday, for all other 
applicants. 

(b) The maximum ages prescribed above 
may be increased by a period equal to the 
years, months and days credited under para- 
graph 8 other than paragraphs 8a 1 and 2. 

i. Education, (1) Except for holders of the 
Medal of Honor, the Distinguished Service 
Cross, or the Distinguished Service Medal, a 
minimum of 2 years’ college credit, evidence 
of favorable determination on the college two 
year equivalency evaluation, (AR 355-30) or 
satisfactory completion of the Educational 
Requirements Test, will be required 

(2) Applicants who have attained a pass- 
ing score on the Educational Requirements 


ap- 
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Test within the two years preceding date 
of application will not be required to retake 
the test. Except as provided herein the only 
acceptable evidence of such passing score will 
be a letter from the Department of Army in- 
dicating that the individual has achieved a 
passing score on the ERT. A copy of the 
letter will accompany the application. 

(3) Successful score on Educational Devel- 
opment Test, college level, will not be ac- 
cepted in lieu of the requirements in para- 
graph (2) above. 

(4) Applicants who have applied for and 
have received a favorable determination on 
college 2-year equivalency evaluation will sub- 
mit a photostatic or a true copy of the De 
partment of the Army letter which estab- 
lishes the fact of that determination. 

(5) Educational Requirement Tests will be 
administered only under the supervision of 
a Test Control Officer (Paragraph 51, Section 
VI, AR 611-203). 

j. Service Potential. No individual will be 
appointed whose age is such as to preclude 
the completion of a total of 20 years’ active 
Federal commissioned service in the Army 
prior to attainment of the 55th birthday. This 
may include all active duty, as defined in 
paragraph 1h(1) performed prior to appoint- 
ment in the Regular Army. 

k. Must have had a National Agency Check 
completed with favorable results. (See para- 
graph 12). 


4. APPLICATION. a. Application will be 
submitted only on DA Form 61 (Application 
for Appointment) dated 1 July 1956. Applica- 
tions may be submitted at any time during 
the period 1 Oct. 1956 through 31 January 
1957. It is incumbent upon all concerned to 
expedite the preparation and transmittal of 
applications in order to insure consideration 
within the prescribed period. Application 
forms may be obtained at all Army installa- 
tions. 


b. Under item 29 ‘‘Remarks’’ of DA Form 
61 each applicant will: 

(1) Indicate whether or not he has ever 
previously applied for or received a commis- 
sion in the Regular Army under earlier pro- 
grams or by competitive tour of duty whether 
or not he has ever resigned a Regular Army 
commission and whether or not he was ever 
a cadet at the United States Military Acad- 
emy, the United States Naval Academy or 
the United States Air Force Academy.

Name 
and current service number, if any, will be 
printed or typed below picture. 

(2) Transcript of credits from an accred- 
ited college or university if either a degree 
or two or more years college credit is 
claimed. In the event that the transcript in- 
dicates an earned credit total which is less 
than that which is required for a degree, 
the transcript must include an indication or 
statement from the university or college that 
the applicant is entitled to junior (third

(3) Letter from Department of Army in-

(4) Copy of a letter from Department of 
Army indicating favorable determination on 
college 2-year equivalency evaluation.

d. Notify the major commander of any 
change in assignment, status, or address be- 
tween submission of application and notifi- 
cation of final action. Failure of an individual 
to make his whereabouts known at the proper 
time may well result in his failure to receive 
notification of his appointment. If an appli- 
cant determines that he is no longer inter- 
ested or that he will not accept if selected, 
he will notify the major commander con- 
cerned immediately. 

e. Furnish complete information when 
called upon to explain entries on application 
form. 

f. Report for screening at the place and 
time scheduled or notify the proper agency 
in advance of the reason for inability to re- 
port. 

g. Refrain from requesting status of appli- 
cation. Postal card acknowledgment will be 
furnished by The Adjutant General upon re- 
ceipt of the application in Department of the 
Army. Because of the volume and necessity 
to evaluate thoroughly all applications be 
fore selections are made, a considerable pe- 
riod of time will elapse before results can 
be announced (perhaps as much as 21 months.

6. FORWARDING. a. Applications from

c. Indorsements. (1) With the exception 
of those applicants who are not now com- 
missioned officers in the Reserve or the Na- 
tional Guard, all applications will be in- 
dorsed four times as part of the forwarding 
process.

(2) The following is a brief description of 


the required indorsements, their purpose and 
format, with basic instruction for prepara- 
tion: 


(a) Evaluation indorsement DA Form 61-1. 
This form is designed to insure that the eval- 
uation of each applicant is made against a 
standard and that specific information with 
regard to the applicant’s potential value to 
the service is furnished. A copy of this form 
is to be completed by each of two of the 
applicant’s current superiors. In most cases 


this will be the rater and the indorser of 
the efficiency report, however, it is highly 
conceivable that the rater or the indorser 


mav not be able, for justifiable cause (rece 
assignment, lack of time to observe, special 
duty, etc.) honestly and fairly to evaluate 
the applicant, in which case the indorsemen 


will be prepared by the two superiors who are 
oualified to evaluate. The important con- 
sideration regarding these indorsements is 


not who prepares them, but rather how long 
and how well the preparer has observed the 
applicant. Each of these two indorsements 
will be prepared by a superior in the chain 
of command or staff organization who is best 
qualified to evaluate. Partial indorsements 


will not be accepted. Either a completed 
form (less item 5) or a form having only 


items 1, 2, and 5 completed is required. In 
addition to the items indicated on the form 
at time of preparation, special consideration 
will be given to the family situation of the 
applicant. In the event that the preparer has 
reason to believe that any facet of the appli- 
cants family situation might affect his ability 
to meet his obligation as an officer, a full 
explanation will be made under remarks 
Proper indication of indorsement number will 
be made in the upper right hand corner in 
the space provided. 

(b) Certificate by Custodian of Field 201 
Files.—All applications, with the exception 
of those from applicants who do not hold 
a commission at time of application will pass 
through the office of the Custodian of the 
applicants personnel records. The Custodian 
of the record will complete DA Form 61-2 
The purpose of this form is to insure that 
dates and data submitted bv the applicant 
are in agreement with 201 file material and 
that there is no derogatory information in 
the file. DA Form 61-2 will be numbered as 
an indorsement in the upper right hand corner 
in the space provided. 

(c) There is no prescribed channel or prece- 
dence on the ist, 2d, and 3d indorsement. The 
custodian of the Field 201 file may be the 
first, second, or third indorser depending 
upon his position in regard to the other in- 
dorsers in the chain of command.

Applicants failing the ERT or otherwise ineli-

gible will be rejected and notified imme 
diately. 
f. Arrange for each applicant who must 


appear before a field interview board to ap- 
pear for interview, rating and administra- 
tion of Biographical Information Blank Form 
F. Applicants not on active duty and those 
who have less than 5 years active federal 
commissioned service in the last 10 years, 
and those who have negative evaluation in- 
dorsements, must appear before a Field 
Board.

8. SERVICE CREDITABLE FOR PROMO- 
TION PURPOSES AND PLACEMENT ON 
THE PROMOTION LIST. 

a. Applicants, at time of appointment. for 
the purpose of determining grade, position 
on the promotion list, seniority in grade in 
the Regular Army and eligibility for promo- 
tion may be credited with the active commis- 
Sioned service in the Army after 6 December 
1941, that he performed after becoming 
twenty-one years of age and before his ap- 
pointment, and, in addition, if applicable 
not more than one of the following periods: 
; (1) Three years if appointed in the Veter- 
inary Corps, The Judge Advocate Generals 
Corps, or as a Chaplain. 

(2) Three years if appointed in the Medical 
Service Corps. Creditable only to applicants 
who hold a degree of doctor of philosophy 
or comparable degree recognized by the Sur- 
gzeon General in a science allied to medicine. 
This credit will be reduced by the amount 
of any active commissioned service previous- 
ly credited which covered any part of the 
period during which the applicant was en- 
gaged in professional graduate education for 
which the degree of Doctor of Philosophy 
was granted 

(3) A period (not to exceed eight years), 
for an applicant who was a commissioned 
officer on active duty on 20 July 1956, which 
is equal to the number of days, months and 
years of his commissioned service creditable 
in the computation of his basic pay which 
is in excess of his years of active commis- 
Sioned service and which, when added to his 
years of active commissioned service equals 
the number of days, months and years by 
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which his age at time of appointment exceeds 


age 27. 
(4) A period (not to exceed two years) 
equal to the days, months and years by 


which his age exceeds twenty-seven. 

b. In any case in which an applicant is 
credited with any service under the provi- 
sions of sub paragraph A(3) and (4) above, 
his total service credit will not exceed the 
number of years, months and days by which 
his age exceeds 27 years at time of appoint- 
ment. 

c. Notwithstanding any other provision of 
law, no person who was a cadet at the United 
States Military Academy, United States 
Naval Academy or United States Air Force 
Academy may be appointed in the Regular 
Army before the date on which his class- 
mates are appointed as officers. In addition, 
if appointed in the Regular Army, such a 
person may not be credited with longer serv- 
ice than that credited to any member of his 
class whose service has been continuous 
since graduation. 

d. Notwithstanding any other provision of 
law, a graduate of the United States Military 
Academy, the United States Naval Academy 
or the United States Air Force Academy who 
is appointed as a second lieutenant in the 
Regular Army is not entitled to any service 
credit under Public Law 737, 84th Congress 
or this circular. 

e. Applicants who were formerly commis- 
sioned officers in the Regular Army who are 
reappointed into the Regular Officer Corps 
under the provisions of this circular will not 
have their service credit for promotion pur- 
poses advanced beyond that which it would 
have been had the officer remained in the 
Regular Officer Corps. 

f Applicants who have applied for Regu- 
lar Army Appointment under previous pro- 
grams or competed thru competitive tours 
and who were not selected thereunder, will, 
if they apply and are selected under this pro- 
gram, be given a grade and date of rank 
junior to that of the Regular Army Officers 
who were selected after competition for the 
same position in the same program or tour 
in which the applicant failed of selection. 

g. Based upon service credited, the perma- 
nent commissioned grade in which an appli- 
cant is appointed under this circular is that 
which is held by the junior officer on the 
applicab!- promotion list who is not a de- 
ferred officer or an officer considered but not 
recommended for promotion under Section 
518, Officer Personnel Act of 1947 (10 USC 
559:), having the same or next longer serv- 
ice credited, and the name of an officer so 
appointed shall be placed on that list im- 
mediately below such officer. 

h. The years of service for promotion 
credited to an officer under this circular, ex- 
cept 8a (1) and (2), or under provisions of 
law, plus his subsequent active commissioned 
service in the Regular Army, shall be con- 
sidered ‘‘years service’’ within the meaning 
of sections 509 and 514 of the Officer Person- 
nel Act of 1947, as amended (10 U.S.C. 559c, 
941A), if greater than that with which he 
would be credited under those provisions. 

i. Date of rank will be computed and an- 
nounced by Department of the Army. 

(1) The appointee having the greater 
amount of total active Federal commissioned 
service shall be the senior, 

(2) When total active Federal commis- 
sioned service is the same, the appointee 
having the greater amount of total commis- 
sioned service (active and inactive) shall be 
the senior 

(3) When total commisisoned service is 
the same, the appointee who has the earlier 
date of birth shall be the senior. 

(4) When date of birth is the same, the 
appointee who is the senior in grade in which 
serving at the time of appointment in the 
Regular Army shall be the senior. 

j. The procedures set forth above notwith- 
standing, in instances where imbalances in 
the promotion lists do not permit the ap- 
pointment of outstanding officers into the 
Regular Army in the grade indicated herein, 
such individuals may be tendered appoint- 
ments in other areas lower on the promotion 
lists where vacancies exist. 


9. GRADE IN WHICH APPOINTED. The 
grade in which an individual will be com- 
missioned will be determined and computed 
as indicated in paragraph 8g. As stated in 
paragraph Ic, no officer, other than those in 
certain professional fields (JAG, Chaplains, 
Medical Service Corps) will be appointed in 
a permanent grade higher than the highest 
grade satisfactorily held on active duty in 
the active Federal service in the Army or 
any of its components. 


10. TEMPORARY GRADE. a. Appointees 
not on active duty at the time of appoint- 
ment will be ordered to active duty in their 
Regular Army grade If entitled to a higher 
temporary grade by reason of having satis- 
factorily served on extended active duty in 
that higher grade, he will be given an AUS 
appointment in that grade and ordered to 


active duty accordingly. Date of temporary 
rank will be determined at the time of ap- 
pointment. 

b. Regular Army appointees serving on 











active duty at the time of acceptance in a 
higher grade under USAR or AGUS com- 
missions, will be appointed in the AUS with- 
out component in such higher grade with 
the same date of rank previously held. Regu- 
lar Army appointees serving on active duty 
at the time of acceptance in a higher grade 
in the AUS will continue to serve in that 
grade without change in temporary date of 
rank. 

ce. Notwithstanding the foregoing, all 
higher temporary grades and dates of rank 
will be determined finally by The Adjutant 
General and will be subject to any necessary 
grade readjustment policies, 


11. MEDICAL EXAMINATION, Those se- 
lected will be required to undergo a com- 
plete final-type medical examination at a 
time to be specified by the Department of 
the Army, in order to determine the physical 
qualifications for appointment in the Regu- 
lar Army. Standard Form 88 (Report of 
Medical Examination), in duplicate, and 
Standard Form 89 (Report of Medical His- 
tory) will be forwarded only upon specific 
request by the Department of the Army; 
such forms will not accompany the applica- 
tion file. The forms required for this exam- 
ination will be accomplished at a military 
medical installation in accordance with AR 
40-105 Commanders of installations conduct- 
ing medical examinations will indicate 
clearly the purpose of examinations in item 
5 (for example: Regular Army Appoint- 
ment UP (this circular) ) and forward the 
completed forms to The Surgeon General, 
Attention: MEDDP-IA, The completed forms 
will not be given to the applicant. Travel 
and other expenses incident to securing 
medical examination by individuals not in 
active military service will not be chargeable 
to the Government. Final determination of 
physical qualification for appointment in the 
Regular Army will, in all cases, be made by 
the Department of the Army. 


12. SECURITY INVESTIGATION. Each 
individual selected for appointment must 
have been the subject of a National Agency 
Check with favorable results. The number 
of individuals to be considered will preclude 
the complete investigation of all applicants, 
therefore, the following procedure will be 
observed. 

a. At time of initiation of application, if 
a satisfactory NAC or Background Investi- 
gation has been completed subsequent to 12 
September 1950 and the applicant has been 
on continuous active duty as a commissioned 
officer since that date, a statement by the 
major commander concerned evidencing a 
favorable NAC will be included in the in- 
dorsement to the application. 

b. If NAC or BI as specified in a above, 
has not been completed, no further action 
to obtain such NAC will be taken solely as a 
result of this program until such action is di- 
rected by Department of the Army . 

c. At time to be designated by the Depart- 
ment of the Army, security clearance lists 
will be published showing names of all indi- 
viduals on whom NAC is desired. Based on 
these lists, major commanders will initiate 
action to obtain NAC. 


13. SPECIAL REPORTS 

a. Interim Status reports to individuals 
under consideration in this program will 
not be furnished by the Department of the 
Army. All individuals will be notified 
through major commanders at the appropri- 
ate time. The appointive process may take 


as long as 21 months. Individual requests 
for information will delay the overall op- 
eration. 


b In any instance of attempted unethical 
action to influence any board or member 
thereof, all details of such action will be for- 
warded to Department of Army with appli- 
cation. 


14. FINAL SELECTION. Final selection 
will be by boards of officers convened at 
Department of the Army. Based on records 
currently available, completed application 
files and recommendations of commanders 
concerned, these boards will select on a best 
qualified basis, the number of officers re- 
guired to fill authorized vacancies in the 
Regular Army structure. 


15. NOTIFICATION OF NON-SELECTION 
FOR APPOINTMENT. Those not selected 
for appointment by the Department of the 
Army Board or those selected but not ap- 
pointed, will be notified by the Department 
of the Army through the major commander 


16. TENDER OF APPOINTMENT. a. The 


Adjutant General, through commanders of 
major commands, will officially tender ap- 
pointments to selected individuals, issue 
initial orders, and transmit such further 


instructions as may be necessary 

b. Tender of appointment in the Regular 
Army is manifested only by announcement 
in special orders and letters of appointment 
issued by the Department of the Army. The 
tender may be withdrawn, for cogent rea- 
sons, at any time prior to actual acceptance. 


17. CONSUMMATION OF APPOINT- 
MENTS. a. The consummation of a Regular 
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Promotion Credit For New Regulars 


Army appointment consists of the following 
elements: 
(1) Nominated by the President. 
(2) Consent by the Senate. 
(3) Tender of appointment by The Adju- 
tant General. 


(4) Acceptance of appointment by ap- 
pointee. 
Acceptance is usually manifested by exe- 


cuting the oath of office Acceptance will be 
effected with minimum delay, or a positive 
statement of declination will be executed 
by the appointee. Failure to accept or de- 
cline within a reasonable time will cause the 
tender to be withdrawn. Oaths of office will 
be forwarded to The Adjutant General, 
Washington 25, D. C., Attention: AGPB-A. 

b. Appointments will be accepted with a 
minimum delay after the receipt of the ap- 
pointment list and special orders from De- 
partment of the Army. While immediate 
acceptance is desired, those individuals not 
on active duty must be made aware of the 
fact that entry on active duty not later than 
one day subsequent to execution of the oath 
of office is mandatory. The individual not 
on active duty should therefore withhold exe- 
cution of the oath until he is ready to proceed 
to his first duty station. 

c. Major commanders may grant delays in 
acceptance of appointment up to 60 days 
upon request, Any request for delay in ex- 
cess of 60 days will be forwarded to The Adju- 
tant General, Attention: AGPB-A, for con- 
sideration and will include information con- 
cerning the precise status of the individual 
insofar as any employment, contractual, 
commercial or other financial relations with 
a federal, state, local, municipal or interna- 
tional agency is concerned If approved, indi- 
vidual concerned will be permitted to exe- 
cute the oath of office at a later date in ac- 
cordance with instructions contained in the 
letter of approval from the Department of 
the Army. 

d. Individuals tendered appointment in 
the Regular Army may be permitted to ac- 
cept appointment and be granted leave with- 
out pay and allowances to complete graduate 
study for a higher degree provided the 
course will not require more than two years 
to complete, the Chief of Arm or Service 
approves and the course is of value to the 
Army. Each case will be considered on its 
merit and determination for such leave will 
be made by the Department of the Army. If 
leave is granted, each individual must sign 
an agreement to retain his Regular commis- 
sion for four years after completion of edu- 
cation, All requests for such leave without 
pay and allowances will be forwarded to 
The Adiutant General, Attention: AGPB-A, 
Washington 25, D. C., and will include the 
following: 

(1) A definite statement of the field of 
study; the university or universities in 
which he plans to enroll for graduate work; 
the degree to be obtained and the period of 
time necessary to complete the course. 

(2) Evidence of his scholastic ability such 
as a transcript of grades or a statement from 
an appropriate official of the university 
being attended or in which he plans to enroll, 
which indicates his academic standing and 
ability to complete successfully the graduate 
program desired. 

(3) Certificate of intention to remain on ac- 
tive duty at least four years after comple 
tion of the course, Agreement will be signed 
if leave is granted (see above). Individuals 
authorized leave as above must attend school 
on a full-time, uninterrupted basis, which 
will include summer session attendance and 
will be required to carry a normal academic 
load for the entire period of enrollment. 


18. ASSIGNMENT UPON ACCEPTANCE 
OF APPOINTMENT. a. Assignments for non 
active duty applicants will be directed by 
TAGO, and furnished to the major com- 
manders prior to date of appointment. 

b. Applicants below the grade of captain 
will be detailed to the combat arms specified 
in Item 29, DA Form 61 (Application for 
Appointment), in order of preference wher- 
ever applicable in accordance with SR 605- 
145-30. Instructions pertinent to detail will 
be forthcoming from TAGO, Department of 
the Army. 


19. CONGRESSIONAL AND ROUTINE 
CORRESPONDENCE, a All queries received 
will be given expeditious handling. 

b. Queries received by major commanders 
will be answered without contacting the 
Department of the Army whenever possible. 
Reply will give status of the particular case 
only insofar as field processing and forward- 
ing of case to the Department of the Army 
is concerned, No commitment as to contem- 
plated selective action will be given nor any 
estimate made as to when final action will 
be taken. The reply may cite the fact that 
program may require as much as 24 months 
for completion but that notification will be 
forthcoming through the major commands 
at the appropriate time. 

ec. Applicants requesting information re- 
garding waivers or eligibility requirements 
will be advised that no waivers will be 
granted, except as provided here-in.

The Navy has awarded a $12 million 
contract to Chance Vought Aircraft, Inc., 
for production of Regulus II, an improved 
version of the Regulus I guided missile. 

Development of the new missile arises 
from the successful use of Regulus I, the 
Navy’s first operational offensive missile. 
Regulus I has been used extensively by 
the Fleet aboard submarines, cruisers and 
aircraft carriers, as well as from shore 
bases. 

The development of Regulus I got un- 
derway in 1947 when the Navy asked 
Chance Vought to design a surface-to- 
surface missile with a provision for a 
recoverable test type and a tactical ver- 
sion. The use of a recoverable test mis- 
sile, the Navy says, has resulted in sub- 
stantial dollar savings.

Missile Firms Join 
In ICBM Effort 


NEW ORLEANS, LA. 

How is industry participating in the 
drive to build an Intercontinental Bal- 
listic Missile? 

Until now, that story has been con- 
cealed to a large degree by security re- 
quirements. 

At the Air Force Association conven- 
tion here, the Defense Department lifted 
the wraps partially. 

Thus, Brig. Gen. Don R. Ostrander, 
USAF, Assistant for Guided Missile Sys- 
tems at Lt. Gen. Thomas S. Powers’ Air 
Research and Development Command 
Headquarters was able to give the fol- 
lowing account of the industry's role in 
this vital project. 

General Ostrander incidentally was 
reading a paper that had been prepared 
for delivery by Maj. Gen. Bernard A. 
Schriver, USAF, who could not attend 
the association (see Page 22). 

Said General Ostrander: 

“The contractors who are engaged in this 
program were determined by selective com- 
petition. We feel that we have assembled 
the strongest industrial team possible. Our 


philosophy in the program has been compe- 
competition among 


tition in two senses: } 
contractors and competitive technical ap- 
proaches. We feel that this will get us suc- 


cessful weapons sooner, better and cheaper 
and also will provide us with a technical 
back-up. 

“Our multiple design approach calls for 
two contractors in each sub-system area, 
except guidance in which there are several. 
This approach enables us to conduct simul- 
taneous development of two operational 
missiles using entirely different technical 
approaches—thus enhancing our chances for 
early success. 

‘“‘Now I would like to review our principal 
industrial associates in this program and 
indicate some of the progress they are mak- 
ing in their particular areas of endeavor. 

“THE MAJOR NOSE CONE contractors 
are the General Electric Company, located 
in Schenectady, New York and AVCO at 
Stratford, Conn. A supporting Nose Cone 
research program is under contract with 
Lockheed Aircraft of Burbank, Calif. 

“Because of the extremes in speed and 
altitude required by ballistic missiles, ex- 
tremes in heat must be overcome. Both Gen- 
eral Electric and AVCO are conducting 
extensive studies on the effects of heat. Ma- 
terials testing is a continuing project ... 
samples of various metals, and metal struc- 
tures, are subjected to intense heating to 
determine their capabilities. Special rocket 
test vehicles are used to validate research 
data on heating and other problem areas 
encountered as a vehicle re-enters the earth's 
atmosphere. 


“BALLISTIC MISSILE GUIDANCE con- 
tractors include the General Electric Com- 
pany at Syracuse, New York; the Bell 
Telephone Laboratories at Whippany, N. J.; 
American Bosch Arma of Garden City, N. Y.; 
and the A. C. Spark Plug Company of Mil- 
waukee, Wisc.; as well as The Burroughs 
Corporation at its Paoli, Pa. facilities; and 
the Remington Rand Univac Division at St. 
Paul, Minn. 


“Guidance contractors have been able to 
translate electronic research and develop- 
ment in other flelds to the special require- 
ments of the ballistic missile program. Use 
of miniaturized elements and components; 
design studies by the use of digital and 
analog computers; and materials testing and 
production techniques have been rechanneled 
to ballistic program requirements. Unique 
program needs, such as the ability of small 
elements to withstand virtually unknown 
stresses and varied environmental conditions 
are being met in the many guidance research 
laboratories. 


“THE AIRFRAME CONTRACTORS have 
been previously announced by Air Force 
Secretary Quarles. The ATLAS airframe is 
being developed by Convair in San Diego; 
the TITAN airframe is under the cognizance 
of Martin at Denver; and the airframe con- 
tractor for the intermediate range ballistic 
missile THOR is the Douglas Aircraft Com- 
pany, located in Santa Monica, California.

PERATIONAL Matador guided 

missile units overseas — there 
are three squadrons with the tacti- 
cal air forces in Europe—-are help- 
ing to speed development of tech- 
niques that will be used by other 
missile units, according to Maj. 
Gen. Kenneth P. Bergquist, USAF, 
Director of Operations at USAF 
Headquarters. 


He told the Air Force Association 
here on 2 Aug. how missile squad- 
rons “are working in an uncharted 
realm of activity.” 


Noting that the Martin Matador 
has been undergoing operational 
evaluation with field units for some 
time, General Bergquist said: 


“Through a series of tactical 
exercises, we have gained much 
knowledge and experience—infor- 
mation which will, in large meas- 
ure, be applicable to any missile 
system. 


“The most recent operation, con- 
ducted in an overseas area, demon- 
strated conclusively that reliability 
and accuracy for the system was on 
a par with that obtained with our 
inventory fighter bombers.” 


The general said that the Mata- 
dor tests spurred interest in the 
use of missiles, improved morale 
and demonstrated a greater capa- 
bility for their employment. 


Emphasizing the need for con- 
stant improvement of equipment 
and field testing of operational 
techniques, General Bergquist said 
“the three Matador units overseas 
attest to the fact that this weapon 
system effectively complements our 
manned tactical air forces in for- 
ward areas.” 


Looking to the future, General 
Bergquist commented that “the ex- 
perience we have gained from the 
Matador system has been related to 
our newer missiles and will prove 
invaluable in reducing the time re- 
quired to gain true operational ca- 
pability with them.” 























Curtiss-Wright Will Take Over 3 Plants 


In Deal With Studebaker-Packard Corp. 


Curtiss-Wright Corporation, Studeba- 
ker-Packard Corporation and Daimler- 
Benz A.G., of West Germany, have an- 
nounced a program for the design, devel- 
opment, testing and production of diesel 
and gasoline engines and components for 
the aviation, automotive, industrial and 
marine fields. ; 

Roy T. Hurley, Chairman and Presi- 
dent of Curtiss-Wright, said the program 
provides for the continuation of Stude- 
baker-Packard as an important partici- 
pant in the automobile industry. 

Under the new program, Hurley said, 
Curtiss-Wright will make payments ag- 
gregating $35,000,000 for long-term leases 
on the automotive company’s Utica (near 
Detroit) and Chippewa (South Bend, 
Ind.) plants, for the outright purchase 
from Studebaker-Packard of Aerophysics 
Development Corporation of Santa Bar- 
bara, Calif. and for the purchase of cer- 
tain defense assets. All three plants will 
be operated as wholly-owned subsidiaries 
of Curtiss-Wright. 

Curtiss-Wright will be able to place 
approximately $100,000,000 of defense or- 
ders annually in the leased plants. The 
new, leased facilities will be used by Cur- 
tiss-Wright to produce engine compo- 
nents, spare parts and diesel engines, and 
ultimately also to manufacture aircraft 
turbine engines and missiles now under 
development. 

Studebaker-Packard Corporation will 
continue to operate as a separate entity 
under its own board of directors and offi- 
cers, but with Curtiss-Wright guidance 
in accordance with a three-year advisory 








management contract. 

The Curtiss-Wright agreement being 
negotiated with Daimler-Benz will make 
it possible, through Curtiss-Wright, for 
Studebaker-Packard to obtain important 
German developments in the diesel and 
gasoline engine fields. 

The Curtis-Wright Corporation, 
formed in 1929 by merger of companies 
founded by Orville and Wilbur Wright 
and Glenn H. Curtiss, manufactures 
aircraft engines, propellers, flight simu- 
lators and other aviation equipment for 
the military and the commercial airlines. 
It consiests of 16 divisions and subsidi- 
aries producing a wide variety of preci- 
sion products for industry in the fields 
of aviation, electronics, ultrasonics, nu- 
cleonics, plastics and metallurgy. 





Pentagon Played Part 


Defense Secretary Charles E. Wilson, 
in response to an inquiry, told his news 
conference this week that the Pentagon 
played a part in the arrangements be- 
tween the companies. He said “the key to 
the participation was to “soundly look 
after the Defense Department’s busi- 
ness.” 

Mr. Wilson commented: “We were a 
little bit like a banker that gets pretty 
much involved with a concern. And there 
is an old crack, you know, if you owe 
enough to the banker, why, you let the 
banker walk the floor. We had sufficient 
business involved in Studebaker-Packard 
that by necessity we had to take some 
interest in the business.”

Far East College 
Switch Is Told 


The University of Maryland’s overseas 
college program will be extended to in- 
clude Japan, Okinawa, and Korea.

Dr. Ray Ehrensberger, Dean of the Col- 
lege of Special and Continuation Studies 
of the University of Maryland, has been 
in the theater surveying educational fa- 
cilities and studying the overall educa- 
tional requirements.

The program will 
be expanded as rapidly as possible.

it could be built up and get so strong, 
through the individual personalities, that 
they might have an idea about what was 
best for the United States and do some- 
thing drastic. That might not be so good. 

“As it is now, the Navy and the Army 
are watching me like a hawk. Every time 
I make a move, they are making sure 
what I am doing, and vice versa. I am 
watching the Navy and the Army, too, 
so you do have a system of controls. But 
that can also lead to lack of develop- 
ment, too, and that is dangerous for the 
country.” 

General Twining said he thinks the dif- 
ferences between the Services “are a little 
Sharper” today than they were three 
years ago, “because we are coming more 
and more into competitive fields.”

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A colorful Air Force career has come 
to a close with the retirement of Col. 
Wallace S. Dawson as Deputy Com- 
mander, Air Rescue Service, Orlando 
AFB, Fla.

I refer to the vocation of beachcomb- 
ing. I intend to supply that important 
basic research.” 








10th Inf. Div. and 309th TC Group Hold 


First Joint Air Trans. Exercise In Europe 


KITZINGEN—An 87th Inf. three quar- 
ter-ton truck races down the ramp of an 
Air Force C-123B and into the attack 
after the assault transport set down on 
a simulated “air head” during the joint 
Army-AF air transportability tests. 


The first combined Army-Air Force air 


transportability exercise in Europe was | 


brought to a successful end at Kinzingen, 


Germany, recently as elements of Col. | 


M. N. Huston’s 85th RCT took to the air 
on the last day of the five-day test. 

A total of 7,035 troops and 4,800,000 
Ibs. of equipment were flown in approxi- 
mately 400 sorties totaling about 300 fly- 
ing hours in the big hop which took place 
at the Warner Barracks air strip at Kit- 
zingen. 

Making the exercise possible was the 
Air Force’s new Fairchild C-123B ‘Pro- 
vider’ twin-engined transport, a motor- 
ized offshoot of the troop-carrying glider. 

The planes are manned by pilots and 
crew members of the 309th Troop Car- 
rier Group (Assault) of the 60th Wing, 
322d Air Division, based at Dreux, France. 

The exercise began under leaden skies 
and a threat of rain which delayed air 
operations until 4 p.m. when the C-123Bs 
went aloft carrying 2,000 men of Col. C. 
J. Van Sickle’s 8th RCT and their equip- 
ment. The troops were landed and went 
into offensive positions just as they would 
in actual combat after an ‘airhead’ had 
been established by paratroopers. 

It was pointed out, however, that the 
paratroopers would be unnecessary if the 
landings were to be carried out in lightly- 
defended areas. 

The exercise was viewed by four offi- 
cers of the new German army, including 
the Bundeswehr’s Chief of Airborne 
Forces, Col. Walter Gerieke. German 
officers were briefed on the new C-123B 
by Col. William C. Bentley, USAF, CO 
of the 309th TC Gp. 

On the third day 30 C-123Bs, hauling 
troops of Col. Joseph C. Anderson’s 87th 








RCT, went into the air and during the 
day carried more than 1800 troops and 


approximately 1,000,000 lbs. of cargo. 
Getting the massive load airborne re- 
quired a total of 120 sorties. 

Visitors at the day’s events included 
Maj. Gen. Barksdale Hamlett, USA, 10th 
Div. CG, Brig. Gen. Parmer W. Edwards, 
USA, 10ti: Div. Arty CG, and three Ger- 
man officers from the Bundeswehr’s In- 
fantry OCS in Hammelburg. 

The next day the C-123Bs demon- 
strated their other combat role—aero- 
medical evacuation. Parachute-qualified 
medics of the 7418th Casualty Staging 
Flight, led by 1st Lt. William Burke, 
USA, loaded the silvery ships with simu- 
lated wounded in a matter of seconds. 
The 16 paramedics belong to the only 
unit of its kind in Europe and are trained 
by the 10th Special Forces Group (Air- 
borne) to begin their mission by para- 
chuting into the area of operation with 
medical equipment and supplies. 

A spectacular short takeoff and land- 
ing was executed by Capt. Robert France, 
USAF, whose C-123B, loaded with 16,000 
lbs. of combat cargo, succeeded in taking 
off from a dead stop in less than 600 feet. 
He then landed the plane in slightly less 
that 500 feet, the most abrupt stop dur- 
ing the exercise. 

Spectators at the short takeoff-landing 
included Lt. Gen. Lemuel Matthewson, 
USA, V Corps CG, Maj. Gen. Barksdale 
Hamlett, USA, 10th Div. CG, Maj. Gen. 
Reynaldo Van Brunt, USA, NACom CG, 
and two Turkish army officers, Col. 
Mamdi Caydam and Lt. Osman Demir- 
men. The planes flew a total of 119 
sorties good for 1600 troops and 1,500,000 
lbs. of combat cargo on the 27th.
